e Senator whose constituents are 

argely interested in this question 

scussing it to-day, that there was no doubt 

at the Senators from all the States which 
e producing sugar of eit her cane or beet 
riety under the bounty system would unite 
oppose the change as proposed in the 
lgon bill. The Statesjespecially mentioned 
re Louisiana, California, Kansas and 
braska, all of which except Louisiana 
e becoming extensive producers of beet 
gar, the Lonisiana product not being con- 
ined to the beet variety. He said that the 

'‘oulsiana people had been originally, and 
were opposed to the bounty system because 

hey saw from the beginning that it would be 
the means of singling their industry out for 
opposition, because it would appear to be 
especially favored, but that they thought 
then and think now there ought to bea duty 
on the article. 

The plan of the Wilson bill fora gradual re- 

P’cuction ot the bounty he characterized as a 
mode of killing them by slow degrees, as it 
would be impossible for the industry to sur- 
vive against foreign importations and 
domestic discrimination without some pro- 
tection at the hands of the Government. He 
said that they did not ask for protection as 
defined by the Republican party, but would 

satisfied with the application of the Demo- 
cratic doctrine of a’ tariff for revenue, and 
according to his idea the duty should be 
placed at about 1% cents per pound upon 
raw sugar and 1% cents upon sugar refined 
above 16 of the Dutch standard. With a tariff 
arranged upon this schedule it would be pos- 

‘gible for the sugar planters to survive 
against the foreign product and the discrim- 

-Inations of American manufacturers. He 

said that from the foundation of the Govern- 

“ment until the law went Tito effect, sugar 

had been upon the dutiable list and it had 
always up to to that time been recognized as 
an article from which revenue could be 
properly derived, and one which would be 
more evenly distributed than upon almost 
any other article. 

The Senator dwelt upon the capacity of 
Americans for the consumption of sugar and 
declared thatin another decade the people 
of the United States would consume 6,000,000 
pounds, or half the present production, for 
all of which the country would have to send 
its money abroad unless the home produc- 
tion could be fostered. 

He called attention tothe fact that during 
the last year that foreign sugar was taxed it 
had produced arevenue of $68,000,000 to the 
treasury, and asserted that it was folly for 
the Government at this time, when revenues 
are running so low, to deprive itself of such 
a source of revenue, which it might receive 
while bullding up an important industry at 
home, 

Jo pursue the course outlined in the Wil- 
son bill,“ said he, to sum up, means that 
we shall send abroad for the 2,000,000 tons of 

sugar which we now consume, to stifle the 


West andtoeffectually kill the cane sugar 
Susiness of the South. Why, in Louisiana 
lone there are 400,000 persons who depend 
upon sugar as a means of Uyelthood, Sugar 
is about the only article that can be grown in 
that State, and to kill it off means that this 
vast horde of people would be thrown en- 
tirely upon the cold charity of the world.

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR. 


The Annual Report Submitted by Secre- 
tary Hoke Smith. 
WASHINGTON, CD. C., Dec. 2.—Secretary of 


the gets an Smith yesterday evening 


submittechis annual report reviewing the 
work Af his department during the past 
year. He touches on the inadequacy of our 
timber laws and recommends legislation 
providing amore comprehensive system of 
forrestry. 

The Secretary discusses at length the open- 


ing of the Cherokee outlet. He says the hard- 
ships incurred by applicants was an unavoid- 
able result when so large a crowd, far in ex- 
cess of the land to be obtained, was prepar- 
ing to rusk madly upou it. No care of the 
department could have lessened the intense 
heat or prevented stifling dust. Thescarcity 
of water was due to extended drought, which 
had dried up many of the usual sources of 
water supply, and when over 20,000 persons 
gathered in the neighborhood of a single 
booth, it was impossible to place all the 
booths at locations suited for entry and also 
find a sufficient water supply. It is believed 
that aside from these hardships the plan 
adopted was 2 out to a successful 
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people who were not entitled to settle there- 
on, which marked phe first opening of Okla- 
homa. 

Reterring to the Cherokee Indian allot- 
ments, the Secretary states that he sdught 
unsuccessfully to dissuade those represent- 
ing the Indians from seeking to select town 
sites for speculative purposes. In order to de- 
feat the plans of the Indian speculators he 
approved the allotments made, but fixed 
town sites in such a way as to thwart thelr 
schemes. The Secretary recommends the 
passage of legislation to protect the people 
not settled in these towns from this discrim- 
ination. He also recommends asa substitute 
for the present system of settlement the 
adoption by Congress of some plan which, by 
auction, lottery or otherwise,may determine 
in advance the ownership of each particular 
section, 

The work of the Indian Bureau shows that 
they are steadily advancing in civilization. 
It is a mistake, he says, to suppose that their 
number is rapidly decreasing. On the con- 


trary, tribal wars and wars with the whites: 


having ceased, they are increasing, and 
there are now. over 250,000. Much good is 
being accomplished by allotments in sever- 
ality andithe schools. 

The payment of Indian depredation claims 
is deemed a subject of grave consideration. 
Under the existing law the appropriations 
intended for the support of these Indians 
will be consumed by the payment of these 
Claims, and a second appropriation would 
be necessary to meet their needs, so that 
the payment of these claims will eventually 
devolve upon the Government, It is esti- 
mated that these clalms will absorb many 
millions of dollars, and the policy of subject- 
ing the Treasury to this strain is questioned. 
The recent troublesin the Choctaw Nation 
are touched upon at length. 

The Secretary urges the prompt passage of 
the bill now pending before Congress ex- 
tending the jurisdiction ofthe United States 
in the Indian Territory, so as to include the 
right of removal of all cases where local 
prejudice is shown, without regard to citi- 
zenship. 

Upon the subject of pensions the Secretary 
calls attention tothe great amount saved to 
the Government by the stoppage of payment 
of illegal pensions at Norfolk, Va., New Mex- 
icoand lowa; where it was thought that the 
pensions could not be sustained and another 
medical examination was necessary, pay- 
ment of the pensions was suspended pending 
the investigation. This, he says, was done 
by the Commissioner of Pensiogs in pursu- 
ance of the uniform practice of Re Bureau, 
8 almost from its earliest organiza- 
tion. t was found that many thus sus- 
pended were able to supply the proof when 
notice to that effect was given. Payment to 
those was at once resumed. 


INFLUENZA’S RAVAOES. 


Parliamentary sitting of the Reichsrath 
Closed on Account of It. 


VIENNA, Dec. 2.—Influenza is spreading 
very rapidly. One of the Presidents and 


both of the Vice-Presidents of the Reichsrath 
are prostrated by the diseuse. Ihe pariia- 
mentary sitting has, therefore, been hastily 
brought to a close. One-half of the Govern- 
ment officers are deprived of their staffs.

CHAOS REIGNS. 
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Wrecks on the Lehigh Occurring 
Every Few Hours.

Said to Be the Result of Employing 
Green Men on the Road. 


FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT AND Loss OF 
LIFE AT WHITEHAVEN. 


A Bpeeding Wreck Engine Ploughed Into 
A Standing Freight, Knocking It to 
Splinters and Setting Fire to the Town 
Dead Men in the Debris— Another 
Wreck at Easton — Accidents Last 
Night and Yesterday. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 2.—A frightful ac- 
cident occurred onthe Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road at White Haven at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. A freight train, bound east, broke in 
half about a mile north of White Haven. The 
engineer in charge did not notice that his 
train was disconnected and proceeded on his 
way. 

A flagman and brakeman were on the rear 
end of the train, and they made every effort 
to bring the runaway cars, which were going 
down grade atarapid rate, toastop. They 
had nearly succeded, when wreck engine No. 
i came along behind. The flagman of the 
runaway train was busy putting on the 
brakes, and was not at his post to signal 
trains following. 

The engineer of the wrecked engine says he 
saw no signal ahead, and while running at 
the rate of thirty miles an hour he dashed 
into the caboose of the runaway train, which 
had now almost been brought toa standstill, 
The engine plowed its way through the 
caboose and four ofthe cars ahead, finally 
landing in the principal street of the town, 
which runs parallel with the railroad. 

The stove in the caboose set set fire tothe 
wreck, and in a short time the flames com- 
municated to the dwelling houses along the 
street, 

Rubnke’s Hotel, the largest in the town, 
was soon in a blaze. T. W. Ricker’s livery 

stable and grocery store next caught. The 
Fire Department worked hard and prevented 
the spread of the fames. The hotel was en- 
tirely destroyed, as was the livery stable 
and grocery store. The loss is estimated at 
$21,000. > 

It is feared that two or three men are 
buried in the wreckage, which is being 
cleared up as fast as possible. The flagman 
and the brakeman of the train have not been 
seen since the accident occurred. This is 
the most disastrous wreck that has occurred 
since the strike began.

Easton. Pa. Dec. %&—A costly wreek oc- 


curred early this morning onthe Lehig’ Val- 


and President Wilbur’s private combination 
car, the Dorothy, were completely disa- 
bled. Engine No. 192 going east overtook a 
coal train loaded at Greensbridge, N. J., two 
and a half miles from here. The crash was 
inevitable; the engineer reversed his engine 
and with the fireman jumped and saved their 
lives. The engine then started backward 
ataterrific rate of speed and at Stockton 
street crossing, Phillisburg, crashed into the 
Dorothy, the crewof which jumped when 
they sawthe runaway enginecoming. The 
192, being the heavier of thetwo locomo- 
tives, succeeded in pushing the Dorothy 
back a distance of two miles to the Abbot 
street crossing, South Easton, where they 
crashed into engine 441 drawing an east- 
bound coal train. Rallroad men say the en- 
gines passed the station ata rate fully forty- 
five miles an hour. The wreckage is strewn 
along the tracks for a great distance. 
Strange tosay noneof the engines left the 
track. The crew of engine 192 has not been 


found. 


ANOTHER NEAR BLOOMSBURY. 

SOMERVILLE, N. J.. Dec. 3.—A terrible 
wreck occurred near Bloomsbury Station, on 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad, about 10 o’clock 
last night, which blocked both tracks and by 
which the life of another of the green train- 
men was sacrificed. About 9:40 the engineer 
ofa heavily loaded coal train going east got 
orders at Bloomsbury Station to take the 
siding for a fast east-bound express. The ex- 
press passed and Joe Johnson, one of the 
green brakemen, ran ahead of the train to 
open the switch. He did this, at the same 
time throwing the cross-over switch leading 
frum the east to the west-bound track. He 
then attempted to geton the engine, when 
he was thrown under the wheelsand in- 
stantly Killed. The coal engine was 
way across onthe ywest-bound track, when 
a heavy west-bound coal train came 
rushing down the steep grade at this 
point and plunged into it. Both 
engineers jumped and saved their 
The engines came together with a foartnl 
crash and both of them are a total wreck. 
Coal cars are piled up ina heap, blocking 
both tracks. Coal was scattered-over the 
road for a distance of a quarter of a mile and 
the tracks badly torn up. 

The Lehigh Valley officials refuse to give 
out anything about the accident, and they 
even say that no wreck has occurred, The 
Lehigh Valley wreck trains have been sent 
for. 


OTHER DISASTERS. 

Non-union engineers incharge of locomo- 
tives were the cause Of no less than five dis- 
astrous wrecks on the Lehigh Valley yester- 
day. Early in the morning a freight train 
broke atthe Conyngham crossing and left 
two cars standing on the main track. When 
passenger train No. 5came along it jammed 
into the cars, and through the wreck which 
followed the track was blockaded until the 


wrecking car could be gotten to the scene and 
the debris cleared away. Ihe flreman was 
injured by jumping from the 
engine and Conductor Kinney 
of Sayre was quile badly bruised. 
About 20’clock, as a freight train was pass- 
ing through Fairview, Engine No. 402, goin 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour, crashe 
into the caboose, in which were seated two 
brakemen, who were instantly killed. The 
company is investigating a charge made 
against some of the non-unjon men now at 
work. It is alleged that therg are a number 
of men in the employ of thé*company who 
are brotherhood men in disguise. The 
men are employed in the capacity of brake. 
men. Whenthetrain is moving up grade it 
is alleged that the brotherhood men pull the 
pins inthe couplinge and cause the train to 
part in several places. This has caused 
many accidents and fatalities.

THE FIGHTING PARSON, 


Death of Rev. T. H. Eddy, a Picturesque 
War Character: 


New Tonk, Dec. 2.—T. Hiram Eddy of 
Canaan, Conn., died on Tuesday, aged 80 
years, after several weeks illness. He was 
known as ‘‘the Fighting Parson,’’ a title de- 
rived from being captured with a musket in 
his hand at Bull n, when Chaplain ofa 
Connecticut regim@nt in 1861. He was the 
first inmate of Libby Prison, and had a se- 
vere experience in several of the Southern 


prisons during the war. After the war he 
served with the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation fora year and a half, and he estab- 
lished the first freedman’s school in the 
South. He was 6 feet 8 inches tall, of massive 
figure, and had an impressive head and face. 


EARL OF WARWICK. 

LOnNDOR, Dec. 2.—The Earlof Warwick died 
to-day at Warwick Castle. Themost marked 
effect of the death is the fact that Lady 
Brooke, the great favorite of the Prince of 
Wales, becomes Countess of Warwick, as her 
husband, Lord Brooke, is the eldest son of 
the late Earl. Lord Brooke also succeeds to 
the income of the Warwick estates, the prin- 


cipal of which is at Warwick Castle, War- 
wick; but the cost Of maintaining the castle 
is very great. 
The late Earl of Warwick (George Guy 
Greville) was the fourth Earl and was born 
March 28, 1818. He succeeded his father Au- 
gust 10, 1853, ahd married Feb. 18, 1852, Lady 
Anne Charteris, daughter of the elghth Earl 
of Wemyss and March.

AUDITOR BROWN DECLARES THAT THE 
LETTING WAS NOT LEGAL, 


His View of the Law Not Changed bs the 
Mayor and Comptroller Approving 
the Last Voucher Over His Head— 
The Plan to Get Sippel’s Seat—City 
Hall News. 


City Auditor Brown again refused this 

morning to approve a voucher of the Globe 
Steam Heating Co, for $8,416.48 for work done 
on the new steam heating plant at the Insahe 
Asylum. His disapproval of the former 
voucher for $1,762.30, which was passed over 
his head and paid dy the City Treasurer on 
a certificate from the Mayor and Comp- 
troller, resulted in the appointment 
of an investigating committee in the House 
of Delegates to ascertain why the youcher 
had been paid. That committee naMhot yet 
made its report, although considerable evi- 
Uence has been taken in the matter which 
tends to show that the Board of Public Im- 
provements declared an emergency existed 
and then obtained an opinion from the City 
Counselor tothe effect that the Mayor and 
Comptroller could pass the bill for the work 
over the City Auditor’s head. 
8 Capt. Brown thinks he must look to his own 
bond in these matters of irregular vouchers, 
and again refuses to approve the paying out 
of the city’s money for work which he claims 
was irregularly and illegally let by the Pres!l- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements. 


The voucher of the Globe Steam Heating 
Co. haga certificate attached bearing ony 
the signature of k. E. McMath, President of 
the Board of Public Improvements. The City 
Auditor returns the voucher to him with the 
following explicit letter giving his reasons 
for refusing to approve it:

THE SIZE OF A BUSHEL. 


It Is the Subject of a Legal Controversy 
im the Police Court. | 


An interesting legal point was argued be- 
fore Judge Paxson this morning in regard to 
the vilidity of the ordinance relating to bulk 
measures. Thecase at hand was that of 
John Bremer, a countryman, accused of 
having sold potatoes dy false 
measure, Mr. E. J. O’Brien, attorney 
for Bremer, in a lucid argument 
denied the validity of the ordinance inas- 
much as it conflicts with the State statutes. 
The State, he said, had provided a standard 
bushel and the city had passed an ordinance 
to compel the use a bushel whose dimensions 
do not correspond with those of the bushel 
provided by the State.

TO FACILITATE BUSINESS, 


The proposed amendment @f the Senate 
rulesis designed to meet a condition be- 
fore which all theories must give way. 
The country cannot well afforda repetition 
of the silver obstruction which disgraced 
the extraordinary session of Congress, for 
it is quite within the possibilities that 
other measures even more vital than the 
repeal bill will come before the Senate in 
the near future. What Senators would do 
when influenced by interest or prejudice 
the debate over that law very clearly in- 
dicated, Neither fear of their constituents 
nor regard forthe public welfare sufficed 
to restrain them from dilatory tactics 
which prolonged the sickening suspense 
and made recovery from the irrational 
panic of last summer so doubtful and 
prolonged. 

It does not matter for this purpose 
whether the measure in question was good 
or b The main consideration was that 
majority action of some sort was absolute- 
ly necessary. Bad legislation is bad 
enough, but minority rule is worse. A 
law however pernicious can be discounted 
and individuals can provide in a Way 
against its harmful operation. But when 
it is not known, and for two months 
cannot be ascertained, whether minority 
or majority shall rule, it is not possible for 
anyone to foresee the chances of the future, 
and consequently business is completely 
arrested. Insuch condifions some guar- 
antee should be given in the rules of 
procedure that the good ofthe country 
shall not be subordinated to the whims of 
a minority of the Senators or the interest 
of the lobby. 

Of course it is discouraging that any 
such guarantee is needed. Hitherto the 
character of the Senate has been so high 
that the country needed no assurance other 
than that implied in the patriotism and 
good sense of the Senators themselves. But 
it is very clear that these can no longer be 
depended upon. Special interests have 
their representatives on the floor of the 
Senate, and are likely to grow more inso- 
lent as their power growsand more desper- 
ate and unscrupulous as their privileges are 
threatened. A reform of the Senate itself 
is more important than a reform of the 
rules. But that is not eee a 
day or year, and may not be for many 
years, and meanwhile what becomes of the 
country? 

The sensible plan is to make the best of 
the existing very unsatisfactory condi- 
tions. A closure rule may be abused, 
but it will prevent a worse abuse. Closure 
aftera thirty-day debate, as is suggested 
by Senator Hill, and provision for count- 
ing Senators present but not voting in 
order to make a quorum, are proposals 
demanding serious, probably favorable, 
consideration.

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A SPECIMEN BLUFF. 


The cut of 10 per cent in wages made by 
the Disstons of Philadelphia is nothing 
but a bluff.

Conse- 
quently they pay high wages, make first- 
class saws and sell them at low prices 
abroad where they, meet competition and 
at high prices in their own country, where 
they have a monopoly. The bluff will 
not last long or produce much effect. 
When:competition is felt in America, as it 
will be when the Wilson bill becomes a 
law, the Disstons will be quite willing to 
give theirown countrymen as good terms 
as they dothe Australians, and the demand 
for labor will prevent any reduction of 
wages.

Representative Bryan of Nebraska, who 
recently announced his departure from the 
Democratic party because that party would 
not go with him for free coinage, is acting 
with the Democraticparty upon the import- 
antmeasure of the next session, the Wilson 
bill. 

His definition of its purpose and his pre- 
diction of its effect are terse and just. He 
comes from a prairie State. He knows some- 
thing of the needs of agricultural people, 
and he says of a measure which designs to 
put wool, coal, lumber, salt, and iron ore on 
the free list and reduce the tariff on sugar 
from 4 cent to M cent per pound, and lower 
the duties upon the cheaper goods of neces- 
sary use and leave them highest upon most 
expensive articles, that in operation it will 
be a great benefit to the people ofthe West. 

In this assertion Mr. Bryan is right. A 
measure that at once reduces necessarily the 
cost of man’s rooftree by removing govern- 
ment taxation upon the raw materials of all 
that enters into that home cannot but bea 
benefit to men of slender means. A measure 
tnat places all important raw materials upon 
the free list is one that cannot fall to be of 
benefit to all persons engaged in the manu- 
facture of articles into which these materials 
enter,

Fraud in articles of food. is the very worst 
form of roguery*-one which It is the duty of 
every citizen to ald in punishing without 
mercy—and the grocer that dampens sugar 
to make it weigh is just as muen a = as 
the man who stealsa horse. Our Hon. B. of 
H. certainly knows that it is absolutely he. 
possible to get anything, except, perhaps, 
uncanned fruits and vegetabies, that is not 
touched by commercial fraud. Many things, 
once a deception, have ceased to be such. 
Once, when we bought milk off the average 
milkman, we supposeu it to be milk; now we 
buy it for water and chalk, and so there is no 
deception. 

The great difficulty in preventing sdultera- 
tion of food is inthe detection of the fraud, 
and for this purpose our Board of Health 
should legally establish a more thorough and 
Systematic inspection ofall articles of diet, 
since upon the purity of the food supply de- 
pend not only the health and comfort, but 
often the very life of a nation. How are we 
to estimate the outrage practiced upon a 
community by selling ground bone and 

**tift’’—the latter pure white mineral 
of the solidity of lead, ana used for 
no other purpose than that of adulteration— 
for sugar; baking powder and alum for cream 
of tartar; brick dust and starch colored with 
red lead for cayenne pepper; chickory and 
dried horse liver for coffee; flour containing 
so much ground stone or "chalk that bread 
baked from it cannot be digested without 
the aid ofcastor oll? This dreadful despolia- 
tion of the people’s food should be checked, 
The bread that comes from the baker, no 
longer the staff of life, but the sickle or 
death. Even ordinary bacon does not escape 
the fraudulent instinct of the meat-baron; he 
isnot satisfied with buying his meat at3 
cents to four cents a pound and selling it at 
from 16 cents to 20 cents, but by a littie fraud 
seesachanceto geta few cents more, and 
subjects his bacontoa —_ process and 
presses all the substance out it, which he 
sells at from 12 centstol5 cents per pound 
for lard. 

The management of the kitchen decides the 
disposition and to some extent the morality 
of the whole establishment. If that go 
wrong the whole household is sure to go 
wrong.

8. That all the officers and ‘agents of the 
Iron Hall, both within and without this 
State, pay ‘over to the receiver all moneys or 
property in their possession, or that may 
come into their possession, and they are en- 
joined from disposing of the moneys in any 
Other way. 

4. The receiver is ordered to get all the 
assets of the Iron Hall into cash, sothat the 
court may make a distribution among the 
8 and certificate-holders of the or- 


5 Those entitied to such a distribution are 
all members of branches of the order in 
good standing, which have settled with the 
receiver, and all properly authenticated cer- 
tificate holders, as well as the other recog: 
nized creditors of the order. 

That under the statutes and laws of In- 
diana, and in accordance with the general 
rules of equity, the assets of the defendants 
remaining, sofarasthe same can now be 
done, should be distributed among its gen- 
eral creditors and the hoiders of Certificates 
in its benefit fund, by and throu the ad- 
ministration of this court, and th the re- 
ceivership herein should be continued and 
made permanent to that end.
